They did, however, succeed in 
passing an amendment, which provides for 
the survey of the route from Hennepin to 
Rock Island and for the estimates of the cost 
of the construction of the canal as well as an 
estimate of the cost of enlarging the lllinois 
& Michigan Canal from the point where 
the proposed Hennepin Canal would inter- 
sect it to Chicago. The amendment of 
Senator Butler, of South Carolina, which 
has been pending for two days, and 
which proposed to strike ont the appropria- 
tion for the construction of the canal and in- 
sert in place of it a provision for a survey 
and estimate, was adopted. 

IT WAS IN VAIN

for the whole appropriation. They not only 
did not secure the full support of their own 
party, but a number of Western men were 
noéénthusiastic for the measure, if they did 
not. actively oppose it. Of Western men 
tor Ohio is still claimed by many as 
a Western State—Senator Sherman was 
alone active in his opposition, he appearing 
at every stage of the bill as the special cham- 
pion of the protestants from Sterling.

THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK 
for the Government is not as encouraging as 
the rosy statements of Congressmen make it. 
The appropriations already made by this 
Congress amount to $270,000,000, and the 
Sundry Civil and the River and Harbor bills 
are wet to be passed. The interest on the 
public debt is $57,000,000, with a probable re- 
duction in customs and internal taxation of 
$30,000,000. The necessities of the sinking- 
fund are $40,000,000, making a total of 8397. 
000,000. A deficit is most certainly expected 
in pensions. The estimate for all revenues 
is .$400,000,000, In the laßt exceptionally 
prosperous year the receipts were only $405,- 
000,000. In view of this fact it is difficult to 
see where the Treasury is to find its surplus 
in the coming fiscal year.

The existence ot the 
counterfeit bonds—the Doyle bunds—was not 
kvown toany brauch Of tus department until 
in Ovtover. 1880, when le was arrested in 
Chicago and the spurious bonds found in bis 
possession. It afterwards 1 — that three 
of the spurious bonds had been before that 

ledged as collateral with a bank in Peoria, III. 

ere were then taken from him in 
ail 204 of the spUrieus bonds with one 
$30 coupon attached to each ‘ 
and fourteen detached coupons of the 
same kind and denvnination, and the th 
bunds that had deen ihus piedged were after 
that surrendered te the officers of the secret 
service force of the Government, waking in all 
307 bonds. It has been stated in the public 
prints that $22,000,000 in nominal amount of 
the spurivus bonds were struck off by the coun- 
terfeiters, and that many ot them have been put 
in cireulation. Here is where the signilicance is 
to be felt of the facts above stated. Surely if 
that amount of bonds, or a tithe of it, had been 
placed in tne bands of innocent holders, jon 
ago would some of the bonds have been offe 
tor redemption, for it is. 
NOT TO BE SUPPOSED 


that, with the whole amount of the genuine 
bonds outstanding reduced to $278,000 and with 
interest no louger running on them, that there 
would be innocent holdets of the spurious bunds, 
believing them to be genuine, so wealthy and so 
careless as not te bring them forward for re- 
demption. Had they been offered, a comparison 
of the numbers on them with the book of record 
of the genuine bonds wduid have disciosed the 
fact that duplicate or higuer numbers existed. 
That fact never havite appeared, itis thought 
to be conciusive thai the story is baseless of the 
large amount printed * in circulation. 
It has also been sat in the same 
way that more than 24 of the spuricus 
bounds were found on Doyle, and that by the act 
or connivance of some officer or officers of the 
secret service, some of the excess over that 
number have been set afivat.

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VIOLATIONS OF THE BUILDING oRDI- 
NANCE. 


There are two kigas of laws which cannot 
be permanently enforced—those to which 
the people are antagonistic and those which 
do not receive the approval of the men 
charged with the administration of the laws. 
The building ordinance, more commonly 
designated as the fire ordinance in general 
terms, is of the lafter Class. The Mayor is 
avowedly in favor of such a modification 
will license the erection of frame bulldt 
in certain portions of the city. There 18 
abundant evidence that the Common Council 
would amend the ordinance in this fashion, 
or perhaps remove all restrictions over the 
erection of Gre-traps, if not restrained by the 
force of opinion and the active interference 
of the business men and property-owners. 
As a result of this state of things, 
the violations of the building ordinance 
are frequent and flagrant, and as a rule they 


go unpunished, The police are naturally 


careful not to take cognizance of those vio- 
lations when they know that the Mayor who 
appoints them and the Aldermen who solicit 
their appointments are at the best indifferent 
to the whole matter. 

Various explanations and excuses are set 
up in extenuation of the constant infractions 
on the fire jaw. It is said in the first place 
that the law is defective to a certain extent. 
This is undoubtedly true. But the law at 
least authorizes repeated arrests and fines in 
case of a continued offense, and if that were 
followed up vigorously it would serve to 
check the violations. The fact is, that even 
single arrests are rare, and they are usually 
followed by the remission of the fine at the re- 
quest of some Alderman. A much stronger law 
would fail under the existing condition of 
things. It js also urged that the force of In- 
spectors is inadequate. That may be true.

Pend- 
ing the only thorough remedy for the non- 
enforcement of the laws, there is still one 
way, perhaps, in which the fire ordinance 
may be maintained. It is for the Under- 
writers’ Association to take the matter in 
hand, and, with the advice and codperation of 
Capt. Bullwinkle, the chief of their patrol, 
organize a volunteer system of inspection 
and prosecution. There is reason to believe 
that men may be found in every part 
of the city who, in order to protect their 
own property from destruction and to avoid 
additional taxation 
increased insurance rates, will undertake to 
report and furnish evidence in cases where 
the building ordinance is conspicuously vio- 
lated whenever they feel assured that their 
effort will lead to a vigorous prosecution of 
the offenders and suspension of work on the 
fire-traps in process of erection. An organ- 
ized effort of this kind may bring out such 
numerous complaints and se many convic- 
tions that the city authorities will be com- 
pelled to fall into line and assist in the vindi- 
cation of the law. The insurance men ought 
to lose no time in perfecting an organization 
of the kind suggested.

THE CONVICTS’ REBELLION AT CONCORD. 

The rebellion of the convicts in the Massa- 
chusetts State’s Prison at Concord has its 
ludicrous aspects. The men were deprived 
of two hours’ recreation in the prison-yard 
on the Fourth of July. This privilege, it 
seems, has usually been granted on holidays. 
The Warden refused to grant it on the 
Fourth for reasons which he deemed suffi- 
cient. He may have found a conspiracy to 
break jail, or possibly he abolished the cus- 
tom on general principles as hazardous 
and useless. The prisoners, however, had 


Warden’s conduct by groaning, yelling, and 
making other vocal disturbances which they 
thought were appropriate to the occasion. 
The Warden caused the ringleaders to be 
confined in cells; but the prisoners were not 
to be intimidated by this simple discipline. 
The number of ringleaders increased until 
fifty or more had been put Into solitary con- 
finement. Still the noise continued. The 
convicts bawled till they were hoarse. They 
shook their iron bedsteads, broke up their 
furniture, and pounded vigorously on the 
walls and gratings with the fragments. At 
last accounts the tumult was not stopped, 
the men were not at work, and ali the or- 
dinary discipline of the prison had been sus- 
pended. 

The revolt was characteristic of Massachu- 
setts. In no other State would convicts sig- 
nify their rage and disappointmem#in so mild 
and peaceabie a manner. Nowhere else, cer- 
tainly, would the prison authorities be so 
powerless to preserve order. But in Massa- 
chusetts the moral suasion system of prison 
government has been carried to an absurd ex- 
treme. The prisons have a system of marks 
and prizes as complete and petty as that 
which prevails in any of the colleges. It is 
almost.a wonder that there is no pro- 
vision in the prison code for expulsion 
or suspension’ for unruly conduct. Ik 
the Warden had the power to punish 
stubborn or rebellious convicts he might 
speedily bring the Concord brawlers to their 
senses. But it was reserved for Massachu- 
setts to exemplify in prison government the 
reductio ad absurdum of the wmilk-and- 
water policy which her statesmen have so 
long ana so strenuously advocated as appro- 
priate treatment for the Indians. Moral 
suasion is good enough in its way and within 
bounds; but there must de a limit to it if 
authority is to be exercised at all.

BASE-BALL AS A POPULAR SPORT. 

In Chicago, where base-bali is seen, at its 
best, the sport retains its hold upon popular 
favor with a tenacity which shows signs 
of relaxation. It is in this city with base- 
ball, as it is with every other form of pastime 
and amusement, that the game is brought to 
its perfection. In no other city are the 
grounds so centrally located, so convenient 
of access, or so comfortable when reached; 
in no other city are the varying phases of the 
sport presented in so attractive aform. Sure 
ly in no other city in America could two such 
vast crowds be assembled ata ball game in 
one day as those which attended the two 
contests on the Fourth of July. The aggre- 
gate attendance for the day was fully 15,000, 
and adding the 4,000 who were present at 
yesterday’s game we have a total of 19,000 
people present at the three games. Much of 
this keen popular interest is due to the fact 
that Chicago has the strongest team of players 
in the country—probably the strengest ever 
organized—and that the Chicago team has won 
the National championship for two consecu- 
tive seasons, and is in a fair way to win it 
again. The team has had a remarkable ca- 
reer. With but one change in its make-up 
since the beginning of the season of 1880, it 
has held the pennant against the strongest 
antagonists that could be organized against 
it—an achievement that has excited great en- 
thusiasm among the patrons of base-ball. 

This year the career of the Chicagos has 
been peculiarly interesting. Beginning the 
season with scarcely a day favorable for pre- 
liminary practice, the team met with many 
reverses. A month ago it stood no better 
than sixth on the list of eight clubs entered 
for the league championship; to-day it stands 
at the head—a position gained by a long suc- 
cession of victories over its opponents. Com- 
mencing with the 17th of June, the Chicagos 
have played fourteen games against league 
clubs and have won thirteen, playing the last 
eleven games without suffering a single de- 
feat. In view of the strength of the seven 
opposing clubs this record is an extraor- 
dinary one. Under the strict discipline and 
inflexible severity of the National League 
against all forms of dishonesty or dissipation 
among players the game of base-ball has 
well deserved its present popularity, and it 
can be fairly said that to Chicago more than 
any or all cities in America belongs the cred- 
it of sustaining the pastime ‘in its present 
high state of attractiveness and perfection. 


THE HAYTIEN PRINCESS IN NEW YORE. 

It is not every day that a royal Princess 
condescends to visit this republican country, 
and the advent of so distinguished a person- 
ageas the Princess Olive Lubin upon our 
shores may well work an epoch in social au- 
nals. The Princess Olive has the good fort- 
une to be directly descended from the royal 
line of Hayti. It is not a very long line. 
The founder of it was Soulouque, the father 
of the Princess, who was known in his day 
as Emperor Faustin I. Soulouqne, ff the 
His title 
was self-conferred. He was born a slave, 
and took a prominent part in the servile in- 
surrections by which Hayti was vexed in the 
early part of this century. Subsequently, in 
1847, he was elected President of the Repub 
lic of Hayti, and in 1848 he was chosen Em- 
peror by a plébiscite, which perhaps gave 
Louis Napolean the idea which he used to so 
great advantage during his reign. 

Soulougue was very ignorant. He could 
not read and he was barely able to sign his 


name. But he had heard of Napoleon the 


Great, andin his humble way he imitated 
the First Consul. He was a military chief- 
tain, then a civil ruler, and at last a tyrant. 
He instituted an order of nobility which 
was a travesty of all the forms of aristocracy 
that had previously been known. He pro- 
claimed himself Emperor under the title of 
Faustin L. and distributed Dukedoms, Mar- 
quisates, and other titles of nobility with a 
lavish hand. Some of the titles which he 
eonferred were so absurd that they seem to 
have been suggested by a ruthless, practical 
joker in the service of the Emperor. There 
were in the Peerage of Faustina Duke of 
Marmalade, and a Prince of Gingerbread, 
and a Count of Sugar. The Emperor’s 
daughter was married to a Prince Lubin, 
who was himself named after the perfumery- 
maker of Paris. There was naturally — 
thing attractive to the Haytien mind 15. the 
vocation of M. Lubin. A title of nobility in 
his honor was hardly too distinguished a 
notiee of the boon he had conferred upon 
sweltering humanity in Haytiin his sweet- 
smelling extracts. : 

The brain of Offenbach never conceived a 
more extravagant idea than the nobility of 
Hayn presented in fact. The Grand Duchy 
of Gerolstein was by comparison an orderly 
and dignified establishment. The Grand 
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impoverished negroes of Hayti. 

The Princess Lubin has had advantages 
that her father did not possess. For all that 
is known to the contrary she may be a highly 
accomplished and refined woman. She is, of 
course, a negress, and her royal progress in 
the United States will consequently be an 
event of great importance in colored society. 
She is a member of the only royal family 
that African industry and ambition have pro- 
duced in this hemisphere. So far as known 
she is the only Princess of African descent 
who has been successfully transplanted to 
the temperate zone. It will be a marvel if 
she js not secured by some enterprising 
showman, protessional or amateur, and ex- 
hibited for the benefit of the suffering poor 
in Hayti. It should be worth something for 
the satirist or the contemplative observer of 
human nature to attend the receptions of the 
Princess Lubin in the Uniti States, wherev- 
er they may be given.

A NEW commission ¢f -thirty-eight mem-

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Murder of Officer 
Huebner, 
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The Court Overrules on All Points the 
Motion for a New Trial. 


for the 


‘Tracy tains His Grit and Hopes 
for a Supersedeas. 


Judge Rogers presided iu the Criminal Court 
yesterday for the purpose of hearing an argu- 
ment by Moses Salomon on 4 motion for a new 
trial in the case of James Tracy, who was found 
guilty of the murder of Officer John Huebner 
by a jary who recommended the penalty of 
death by banging. Promptly at 10 o'clock Mr. 
Salomon, having completed the arrangement of 
about 100 books of authority and reference upon 
a table before him, commenced a tong and 
comprenensive argument, which was freely 
interspersed with readings from the 
multitudinous authorities he bad to offer. 
He did not conclude until nearly 2 o’élock, when 
the court adjourned for a short recess. Mr. 
Salomon's effort in behalf of his client was a 
most com mendable one, and de was warmlyjoom- 
plimented by both the Court and the State's- At- 
torney. Every point in the trial which could 
possibly be turned in any way tothe advantage 
of the prisoner was brought out and discussed 
at length. Faults were found wherever a fault 
could possibly lie, and occasionally facts were 
actually distorted to serve the prison- 
er’s purpose. The only thing of 
a novel nature was the introduction 
of an ada vit as to new evidence. To this was 
appended the signature of Daniel, alias 
„Smash Keyes, a notortous character of the 
North Division. In it was set forth the fact that 
Keyes was one of those arrested upon suspicion 
by the police very shortly Ater the tragedy. 
Keyes asserted that he was taken by the officers 
to the house, No. 5 Bauwans street, and was 
there placed in the passageway about in the 
position the burgiar was when be fired the shot 
at Thomas Henning. The sub of the amdavit 
was that Keyes at no time, when the officers 
were thus posing tim, came i. within 
eight feet of tne window through which 
the Glazier women claim to na ve 
seen the burglar at a distance of only one or 
two feet. It was urged from this that the Gia- 
ztor women bad sworn faiseiy. In concluding 
nis argument Mr. Salomon offered a tew words iu 
explanation of his connection with the case. He 
was not Tracy's counsel either by bis own choice 
or by that ot the prisoner, Dut had been ap- 
pointed to defend him by one of the Judes 
sitting in the Criminai Court. The tears started 
from hiseyes, and he seemed quite overcome 
with emotion as he avowed that be had done his 
level best to furnish his client with as capable 
and as effeotive defense as it was in his power 
to give him. 

UPON THE RECONVEMING OF COURT 
at 2:30 o’ciock State'e-Att6rney Mills offered a 
couvter-allidavit to an affidpvit by Tracy int ro- 
duced by Mr. Salomon, in which ne asserted that 
at the bewinning ot the State’s- Attorney's clos- 
ing argyment to the jury the wife and children 
and other rejatives of the deceased officer were 
marened into the court-room and given seats in 
a row of six chairs placed for the purpose di- 
rectiy before the jury, and that they by their 
weepings and sobvings exercised an un- 
due effect upon the ,minds of the jurors. 
The counter-affidavit eet forth that 
the Huebner family bad been in almost daily 
attendance upon the trial, and was present dur- 
ing a poruon of Mr. Salomou's umeot as 
well as that of Mr. Milis; that the widow wept 
but twice duripg the closing argument; and 
that the facts in Tracy's affidavit were distort- 

d, overdrawn, and exaggerated. The State’s- 

ttorney waived ail argument or answer to Mr. 
a and left the case entirely with the 

urt. 

After a short pause the Court took up a re- 
view of the case and a review of the day’s 
work, which he bad written out in notes 
during Mr. Salomon's argument, There had 
been brought out, he said, no new 
question in the case, unfess it was the affidavit 
relating to Huebner’s family and their presence 
and conduct io the court-room; the torm of the 
verdict; the alleged rashness of the jury; and 
the unfair argument of the State's-Attorney. 

„Outside of these there was no other point which 
bad been fully argued and passed upon during 
the ress of tne trial, and there was no other 
point which the Court bad got fully considered 

both at the time of the trial and since, for he had 
given it considerable Me — since. He com- 
pliimented Mr. Salomon for the maoner in which 
he had conducted the triai and for his able ar- 
gument on the motion for a new trial. 

The first med made in this argument was as 
to the admission of ide 2 testimony of 
the conversation Officer jey bad with Officer 
Huebner at the moment when he came up to 
him y bef wounded upon the sidewalk. The 
Court it was proper testimony, and the 
more thought the matter had been given the 
more Convinced he became that it was a part of 
the res geste, and therefore competent. How- 
ever, its admission or exciusion was wholly im- 
material ag to the guwilt or innocense of the 
prisoner on trial, and was in no way prejudicial 
to hisinterest. The wounded officer had simply 
described how he was shot, and had said notn! 
as to the men who shot him, save that he di 
know them. The secoud and third points were 
on the sume question of improper testimony. 
He had permitted the prosecution to prove 
burgiar’s toois were found upon the prisoner 
when arrested, because he was satisfied that it 
was competent as bearing upon the fact ot the 
burglary, not the murder. But it was im i- 
bie to prove the case wifbout proving the 5 
lary, so closely were the two erimes allied. It 
was clearly competent to prove that the prisoner 
was arrested fer burglary, and that burgiar’s 
tools were found in bis possession when arrested. 
So also with the cap. The fact that the 
prisoner was in the habit of wearing a cap 
corresponding in description to the cap worn by 
one of the burglars, and that one of the wit- 
nesses bad seen dim wearing such a cap along 
about the time of the murder, bad a direct bear- 
ing upon the case, and was clearly competent. 

THE FOURTH POINT MADE 

was that the offer of the defense to impeach the 

witness Higgins was excluded. This effort to 

— — had been confined to the proving of an 

indictment against Higgins, who on the stand 
admitted having been indicted, having pleaded 
guilty, and baving been sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary. The point made was that Higgins ad- 
mitted having stolen one articie, whereas the in- 
diet ment cungged him with having stolen several 
articles, As indictment was simply an al- 
legation; it proved nothing, and the 

Court was unable to see why it should have been 
admitted. The offer, in the same connection, to 

pose by the clerk of the court the practice of 
udge Smith in passing sentence was clearly ad- 

missabie. The only way to prove au action of a 

Judge was by the record ot bis court. 

The @djection to No. 13 of the instructions sub- 
mitted by the defense, and modified by the 
Court, on the subject of confessions was, so far 
as applicable to the Tracy case, illegal and mis- 
leading in its character. No. 14 was covered 
by No. 10, and was objectionable besides tor the 
assumption that there was a consideration in 
the pust for Higwins’ confession in 
future. Nos. 21 and 22 were objectionable 
‘because of the fact that more than one shot 
was tired, and there being two men present it 
might be either one of them who fired the fatal 
shot. The iostructions were refused because 
they assumed that only one shot bad been fired. 
No. 23 was refused because it was already cov- 
ered by a previous instruction, and No. 24 was 
misleading. 

“1 would also,” said the Court in sum- 
ming up the objections as to the instructions. 
there were some fifteen or twenty instructions 
wiven, and they covered every posible point in 
this case, and completely covered every possible 
phase in which the case might be viewed by the 
shrewdest of lawyers. There were two able 
lawyers in the case at the time these instruc- 
tions were drawa.”’ 

Upon the general question of the verdict be- 
tng against the evidence, the Court said he had 
no wish to refer excepting as to the alibi. In his 
judgwent, painful as it was to say it, the ver- 
dict of the ur was beyond any reasonabie 
doubt perfectly in accord with the evidence. It 
was Claimed that the jury had disposed iu an ar- 
bitrary and unfair manner of the testimony of- 
fered as to tho alibi, and by reaching so speedy 
a verdict had failed to duly weigh and consider 
she evidence as they were required to do 
by law. The Court recalled the fact that the 
evidence was concluded June 19 at 2:43 o'clock. 

and that io deference w the wisbes of counsel 
court was adjourned until the following day. 
The jury hud ample t'me to ponder upon the 
evidence, and it was unreasonable to suppose 
they bad not done so. As to the alibi set up by 
the MeCaun family, Tracy himself stated, ac- 
cording to the testimony of one of the witnesses 
on the stand, that he was at Rock's bouse, there- 
by Killing bisown alibi; that is, he said in un- 
swertoaquesivon: “Where were you on that 
night?"’—meauing the night of the murder—" I 
spent the night with Misbaci Rack.” The Court 
was seriousiy inclined to the. opinion that 
the McCanns were honest in their 
convictions. but just like thousands of 
andi that are mude in cases iike this, 
they might be mistaken. There wusa iapse of 
two weeks or thereabouts between the night of 
the murder and the night of Tracy's arrest. The 
MeCanns bud certainly hever any occasion to 
recail or remember what particular night Tracy 
spent at their house, until after his arrest. and 
after the lapse of so longa time it was very eas 
for them to be mistaken. In bis long experi- 
ence at the bar mistakes of the kind were ver 
frequent, and be was inclined to believe 
another one. 

Mr. Salomon baving announced bis intention 
of showing that the jury disposed of the

IRISH AFFAIRS. 
GLADSTONE’S DEFEAT FRIDAY NIGHT. 
dSpectal Cable. 

Lowvow, July 8.—S8maliey’s special says: Mr. 
Gladstone's inclination to regard yesterday's 
defeat on the proposed amendment to the Re- 
pression bill as directed against the Ministry or 
himself personaliy is energetically combated 
by his colleagues and the party generally, in- 
cluding the very Liberals who occasioned bis de- 
feat. Nobody wishes or expects bis resignation, 
or the dissolution of Parliament.

The Royal Cauadian Yacht Club—De- 
scription of a New Yacht. 
Special of The Chicago. Tribune. 

Toronto, Ont., July 2.—The first match of the 
season, for the Governor-General's Cup, took 
place on Dominion-Day—the lat of July. The 
race was unusually interesting this year on ac- 
count of its being the first appearance of the 
new cutter Aileen, built by Messrs. Lees & 
Gordenham, after the pattern of the celebrated 
Scotch cutter Madre. which was so successful at 
New York last summer. The Alleen was built 
at Toronto from a model and drawings furnished 
by Watson, of the Clyde, the bullder of the 
Madge, and is almost an exact copy of that 
boat, on a somewhat larger scale. The princi- 
pal dimensions of the Aileen are: Length over 
dll, 65 feet; length of keel, 55; breadth, 
molded, 11; breadth, greatest, 11.5; depth, 
9.5; draft, aft, 85; draft, forward, 4.5. 
She is cutter-rigged. Her sails are of the finest 
English linen canvas, and were made by the 
celebrated’ yacht-sail maker, Sapthorue. who 
furnished all der fittings. Her lines are ex- 
tremely fine fore and att. Her forefoot is well 
rounded up. and ber sternpost rakes aft at an 
angie of about 3) degrees. Su has twenty- 
six tons of lead molding on ber keei outside and 
tour tous of pig-lead ballast fitted between the 
frames inside. The Aileen is thus a type of the 
most advanced form of modern English racing- 
yachts. Hence her appearance in a contest 
with Canadian boats was looked forward to with 
great interest. Tne Oriole your readers will 
remember as having been in Chicago two years 
ago, at the time of the Templar celebration. 
She is a centreboard schooner of ninety-four 
tons and a fast boat. 

The Alarm isa yaw! of thirty-four tons, deep 
keel, a good comfortable cruising boat, but not 
very fast. She was built as a schooner by Henry 
Mariton. of Goderich, and afterwards cha 
into a yawl at St. Catharines. The Alarm has 
also some bailast on her keel, about four tons of 
cast-iron. 

The course was from a buoy near the Mimico 
to a buoy outside the club-house on the island. 
and thence to the Niagara Rfver—total distance 
thirty-eight miies. A fiyi Start was made at 
neon with afresh whole breeze from nortb- 
west. The three boats got off within four min- 
utes, Oriole leading, Alarm second, Aileen third. 
The Oriote had all lower canvas with working 
fore and main itopsaiis and jib topsail. 
The Aar ům had only der lower canvas 
and the Aileen had lower canvas, with jibhead, 
gafftopsail, and jib topsail. The run was free 
down to the island buoy. The Oriole jibed 
round the buoy at the lighthouse and again at the 
club-house fbuoey. The Aileen went about at 
both pagys. . — A great deal of time in both 
cases. e wind was fresh and a pretty good 
sea running. The sailingmaster was afraid to 

ibe for fear of carrying away something. This 
ost her the race, as she was only about twelve 
minutes over her time behind the Oriole at the 
river, and she must have lost more than that in 
going about twice when running free. The run 
to Niagara was mae in very good time by all 
the boats. The Oriole made the thirty-eight 
miles in 2 hours 37 minutes, the Aileen in 3 hours 
4 minutes, Alarm in 3 hours 17 minutes, 
the Oriole winning and the Aileen second. 

This race cannot be taken as a fair test of the 
Aileen’s speed, It was entirely a schooner’s day 
—a fresh, leading wind all the time, and pretty 
beavy sea. The Oriole also is more than three 
times the Aileens tonnage, and oueof the fastest 
boats on the lakes. It remains to be proved 
whether, in a turn to windward, the Aileen 
would not give her enoug to do. 

The Madge has been purchased by a member 
of the Royal Canadian Yacht Ciub, and is now 
on the way to Toronto; also the Verve, another 
of Watson's rac cutters. The advent of these 
boats, and the début of the Aileen is giving a 
great impetus to yachting in Toronto this sum- 
mer.

ENGLISH RURAL LIFE 


Hunting and Hounds—Stags and Foxes. 
Capt. Mayne Heid in New York Tritrune. 
Hunting is par excellence the sport of En- 


zeal,and at so great cost; and none is there 
where so many people approve of or take part 
init. Proof of this wili be found in the fact 
that throughout the Kingdom there are no less 
than WO packs of hounds, averaging between 
thirty and forty couples each—to wit: 
Fifteen of . 171 of foxhounds, 136 of 
barriers, nineteen of beagies, with a few packs 
of other bounds. Greyhounds are also kept in 
large numbers all over the country; while cer- 
tain breeds of terriers are trained as aids and 
adjuncts of the sport. Of the packs England of 
course possesses the majority, though Ireland, 
upto the Land League agitation, bad its full 
quota proportioned to population. Scotland 
and Wales, from their mountainous nature, are 
in a manner precluded from this speciaity of 
sport, the former having in all only eight packs 
of foxbounds, with one of harriers, and one of 


beagles. 

Some packs are the property of and main- 
tained by private individuais—rich magnates to 
whom money is of slight consequence when 
weighed against the grandeur of owning and 
keeping up a pack of hounds. These are few, 
however, most being “subscription packs,’ 
supported by regular subscribers who are mem- 
bers of the hunt, with occasional voluntary 

ntributions from outsiders. But there is often 
a Geficiency of cash. with much strain in meet- 
ing the expenses of the year; so much that 
now and then a pack falls to pieces, the hunt is 
given up, and the bounds, with horses and other 
belongi are sold off under the bammer. 
After a time a fresh spirit of hunting zeal may 
spring up in the abandoned district, from new 
men of wealth coming to reside in it, when an 
effort will be made to resuscitate the bunt, 
which is generally successful. Every year some 
packs are broken up, and others ejther re- 
established or for the first time got together. 

The cost of keeping a pack of hounds varies 
much, and is dependent on several circum- 
stances, as the number and character of the 
official staff of management, the frequency with 
which the pack is hunted, and, to some extent, 
its size. Each pack basa master, presumptive- 
ly a gentieman in the social sense of the word; 
and the office is supposed to be honorary—at 
least there is no fixed salary attached to it. But, 
as the masters have sole contrel and expendi- 
ture of cne fund,it is pretty well understood that 
they recoup themselves not only for outlays of 
money, but for time and trouble too. Most of 
them certainiy do so, though not all; some be- 
ing losers by it, for giory’s sake. In ail cases, 
however, there is an understanding that the 
master shall not be at any expense] tor 
his this being provided for 
hi the best. But the usual 
method is: Before undertaking to hunt a 
pack of bounds,.the master that isto be de- 
mands a certain fixed sum subscribed and put 
into his han sufficient to cover all expenses, 
which he also binds himself to meet. With this 
money he can deal as it seems best to him; ex- 
pend it all and hunt the pack weil; or be stingy 
and save some of it for himself, turn out the 
hounds in an unbandsome manner. ere are 
even masters of this kind, though not many. 

After a pack bas deen established, kennels 
built, hounds and borses of the hunt purchased, 
the chief outlay isin the pay of the subordinate 
officiais and the keep of the horses, as also that 
of the hounds themseives. In addition to the 
master, every pack as a huntsman and whip; 
in the majority of cases twoof the latter, and 
in noted hunts, as the Pytchiey, Berkley, Quorn, 
and Belvoir, three or even more, At- 
tached to such packs there is also a “ kennel 
huntsman,” whose duty consists in look! 
after the hounds at home; and if foxhounds 
there will be a numerous tribe of earthstop- 
ers, needing to be remunerated for the quaint- 
ly curious part they are calied upon to play. All 
these men receive a handsome wage, bunts- 
man and whips well earning it. for not only is 
their-work bard, but they must be the best of 
riders, able to keep well up tothe bounds, and 
so risking their necks every they are out. 
As most packs buat from threé to five days a 
week, some even six, it will be seen that the 
all of either huntsman or whip is no sine- 
cure. 6 amount required for the maintenance 
of an ordinary pack may de roughly estimated 
at £1,500 a year; but chereare large estabiish- 
ments where this is far exceeded, and macy 
small ones conducted economically at much less 
expevse—say one-half tor the average. Of 
course these figures have nothing to do with the 
cost of establishing the pack, which calis for a 
considerable outlay on the items above adduced. 
When the bunting days are frequent, master, 
hunteman, and whips require several horses 
each, so making the expense all the greater. 

In the order of English venerie, stag-huutmg 
migbt be supposed have first-place, and so it 
bas theoretically. ractically, dowever, it is 
rather looked down upon as a sport chiefly in- 
duiged in by the denizens of London, the 
fifteen packs of stag-hounds, more than half 
belong to the bome counties—that is, are ken- 
neled and hunted within a radius of twenty or 
thirty miles around the metropolis. And the 
hunted animal is a haif-domesticated deer, 
caught up out of some park, taken in a covered 
cart to the place of meet, and there let off, 
with a few seconds grace given it for start, 
when the bounds are laid on after. Asa rule 
the creature will run wiidiy and distracted! 
across country, affording a chase of ten or tif- 
teen miles; at le u to bring up in some lake, 
or it may be a duck-pond, therestanding at bay, 
and perhaps killing twoor three of the hounds. 
But sometimes it absoluteiy refuses to leave 
the spot where uncarted, or will lope off in a 
sulky, lazy way; to come to again in the nearest 
ditch, so disappointing the expectations of the 
eld.“ Not without reason, therefore, is this 
sport sneeringty called “ caif-hunting.”’ 

The most noted of these deer- hunting packs is 
that known as her Majesty's staghounds, gen- 
erally supposed to be the private property of 
the Queen and kept up at her expense; an er- 
roneous supposition, as they are maintained at 
the cost of the nauon. And no silignt cost either 
—their master, styled “Master of the Buck- 
hounds,” being a high-saiaried official and big 
figure of court retinue; while a numerous array 
of understrappers is paid out of the same 
pocket. There is no grumbling, however, as 
these hounds are admittedly hunted pro bono 
publico. They are kenneled at Ascot Heath, 
near Windsor, and hunt twice a week during 
the hunting season; their places of meet bei 
chietiy in the shires of Berks and Bucks, west o 
London, and at convenient distance from it to 
accommodate the cockney Nimrods. A fayor- 
abie day with “her Majesty's will show 
a field of perhaps 200 horsemen: more if a 
Prince or other grand dignity is ex- 
pected to be present, with a sprinkling 
of the female element also un borseback. Three- 
fourths will be in orthodox hunting costume; 
scariet swallow-tailed coat, helmet-shaped hat 
or cap, white breeches and top boots: the of- 
cials of the bunt wearing costumes thickly gar- 
nished with gold lace, and looking like s0 many 
bana-masters. The other fourth of the as- 
sembled riders will be d in a variety of 
styles. but all breeched, booted, and spurred, 
and all, or nearly all, well mounted, some of 
them splendidly, while an array of open car- 
riages is drawn up on the ground, iin other 
xentiemen and ladies who have come to witness 
the uncartmg.“ The spectacle is certainly im- 

sing; and, to judge by the get-up of the scar- 
et-coated hunters, one might imagine them the 
very “nobs” of Enetish aristocrany, Not 
a bit of it; five out of six of them 
are London tradesmen, stock brokers, 
Or merchants; while most of the un- 
costumed, and some of the costumed too, ere 


derstood as 
are woods and coverts where Reynard is sot 


only allowed to live a short life, but zealously 
ted and tenderly nursed. fo be atterward 

torn to pieces. The number of foxes annually 
killed in Engiand by hounds is something almost 
incredible—some of the packs lu a single season 
running down as zy 4 as an hundred. The 
sport (7) commences in the latter part of August, 
with what is cailed “cub-hunting”; and often 
in the first month from twenty yt brace of 
these young foxes are caught and killed by one 
pack; while on throughout the winter, up till 
epring one or more has to die on every hunting- 
ay. But the supply is inexbaustible, for when 
the native articie fails “pug” is imported 
from abroad, France furnishing large consign-

(feet) of the animal bel also cut off and dis- 
tributed among these who may care for them. 
A mueh greater number of ladies follow hounds 
now than formerly—the Empress of Austria 
having made it a fashion. But however it may 
be with the Irish, the farmers of Cheshire have 
no desire to see this imperial Diana again, as 


her presence in ir county brought upon them 
an invasion of 55 riders from Manchester, 


Liverpool, and r large Lancashire towns, 
often to the number of breaking down their 
fences and trampling tneir pasture-fields into 
beaten paths, They, in fact, dread asecond visit 
from ber as a pestiferous infliction! 

Time was when to be an M. F. H. (Master of 
Fox-Hounds) was esteemed to be the ne plus 
ultra of bono oftiee for which only men of 
patrician birth were eligivie. It is not so now, 
at least in many of the shires. In some of them 
masterehips even go be ging. to be taken up by 
any one having the inclination with the money 
this jast, or rather the want of it, being 
the key to thefr present disfavor. And they 
are sO taken up, all over the country, 
these modern M. F. H.’s affecting the ancient 
fox-bunting squire and playing the part in 
grander style than ever did be. For the not 
only contribute largely to the support of the 
pack, but give su 7 * hunting breakfasts at 
their houses: the dlite inside quaffing claret and 
champagne, while ‘outside on the lawn the hoi 
polloi are regaled with bread, beef, and beer. 

But though fox-buating, as regards its mas- 
tership, may not be what it was, it is still a 
higbly aristocratic sport; and che repute of hav- 
jug taken part in i a thing of pride and boast 
even greater thap use-sbooting or deer- 
stalking. As proof of and illustrating this there 
is a phase of life supremely ridiculous—that of 
pretended fox-hunting. In London it exists 
where there are houses koown as “splashing 
houses,” their metidr being to bespatter gen- 
tlemen dressed in hunting costume witb mud, 
so that they mé@y present themselves at 
their clubs or elsewhere as if just returned from 
the hunting-feld! 8 more, these splashers 
even deal with distinct kinds of mud, as that of 
Northampton, should the gentleman wish to 
baveittnought be has been bunting with the 
famed Pytchley pack, or the mud of Leicester- 
shire if he prefer to have been out with the not 
less famous Quorn! i am positively assured 
that such establishments exist; nor have l any 
reason to doubtit. Instead, the reverse; hav- 
ing myself known| men in London to put on 
shooting costume, and make public appearance 
in it, ho never took out a game license or car- 
rieda gun! Others, too, who were aecustomed 
to show themselves late at niht in full dinner 
dress, as though they had been “dining out,” 
when they had only made a frugal and solitary 
repast at some obseure chop -house. 


STORY OF A WHITE SLAVE. 


How Min Operatives Were Treated 
Many Wears Ago—Two Striking In- 
stances of Cruelty~—A Girl Frightened 


te Death. 

New York Mail and Express. 

A New England writer has been giving his ex- 
perience as a mill operative. The writer was 
an operative in a factory from 1827 to 1837, and 
consequently knows whereof he affirms from 
bitter experience. He lacked oue month of be- 
ing 8 years of age when de was hired out to 
work in a woolen factory at 50 cents a week. 
For this compensation he was required to work 
twelve hours a day in winter and summer. 
The manufacture of woolen goods by ma- 
chinery was then in its infancy, and 
the machinery and methods were rude 
compared to what they are now. The wool was 
carded into rolls about one yar’ in length, and 
boys of the age of the writer,as given above, 
and up to that of 12 or 17 were employed go 
piece them on the ends of others drawn into 
the jaws of a machine called a billy,” about 
thirty feet in length, over an apron slightly de- 
pressed from the perpendicular. This apron 
was of coarse canvas, and coated with paste to 
make the roils T's: Taking a bandful of 
these rolls inthe left hand, they were taken 
thence singly between the first and second 
fingers of the right and rolled upon the ends of 
those upon the revelving apron until they were 
spliced, the work of ogly a second. This not 
only required the boy to be constantly on gis 
feet and in motion, but by constant attrition the 
skin was worn from the knuckles of his right 
ange . Which were laid bare to the bone. 

his billy was operated by one man, gen- 
young, and disposed to make the most of 
tule brief authority over the two boys 
under his charge, who were the siaves of his 
capric Hung upon a nail at one end of the 
“billy ’’ was a strap made of sole leather about 
an inch in width, with a knot in one end in 
readiness for instant use. Each boy had twenty 
or twenty-two ends to attend to. Sometimes, 
from inattention or inadvertence on the part of 
the boy, one of these ends was suffered to slip 
through, causing only momentary inconven- 
ience. Generally this was suffered to pass un- 
noticed any further than to piek it up and goon. 
But wo to the boy if the roper, as the man 
was called, was in any degree ugly. The boy 
was then seized by some pore of his ciothing, 
or the hair of hig head, as was most handy, 
dragged of his feet, laid across the apron, and 
oruelly lashed with the aforementioned stra 
till the brute at the other end of it was tired. 
Sometimes the kuot would de used, and the 
writer nas many times been shown black and 
blue marks on a boys body caused by this knot. 

Two striking instances.of cruelty are fresh in 
the writer's mind, particularly because he was a 
victim in one instance, and his brotner in the 
other. On this occasion the roper was feei- 
ing uncommon!yv ugiv over something in no way 
connected witb his work, and seeing which, and 
knowing tke inevitable consequences should 
there be the least remissness on their part, the 
boys laid themselves out todo their level best. 
This was — 8 up for an hour or more, the 
„ roper all the while watching his chance. 
Finally, on the writer's side one of the encs 
slipped through. On the topof the apron, boid- 
ing the rolls from being drawn through, was a 
wooden roller some ten feet long and an inch and 
a half in diameter. Catching up one end of this. 
the “roper”™ buried it at the boy's head with 
all his might, one end Striking bim in the eye, 
clos that orb éntirely, and leaving a mark 
that did not disappear for several duys. The ef- 
fect of the blow seemed to excite a momentary 
feeling of remorse in the heart of the brute, for 
he deigned an apology in che words: “1 didn’t 
mean to hit you in the eye.“ On another occa- 
sion, tor a trifling offense, he seized the brother 
of the writer by the hair of bis head, and lifting 
him clear off the floor held him out at arm’s 
length, and when ne sat him down and opened 
his hand a handful of hair dropped from it, 

ulled out of the boy's head by the roots; The 

ard-bearted wretch has long since gone to his 
account. but it cannot be wondered that the 
writer's blood bois with indignation.” even at 
the distance of fifty years, at the recollection of 
his cruecity. 

Although these were extreme acts of e¢ruelty, 
lesser instances were of no uncommon occur- 
rence. People will almost hesitate to believe 
that in enlightened New Eugiand, and in the 
nineteenth — such acts of cruelty could 
have “en allow go unpunished. But they 
were. True, there was a ripplo of indignation, 
and the roper inſtbis instance had a “ talking 
to from the owner of the mill, but chat was the 
end of it. He was continued in his place, though 
be was a little more sparing in the matter of 
brute force afterward. Is may be asked why 
were not these men prosecuted for their bru- 
tality? it would not have sufficed. Aithough 
the man might have been convicted, the owner 
of the mut would have paid his fine, and the boy 
would not only have been discharged from em- 
ployment but have been biack-listed, so 
that he could not have 
employment in any other wild in 
the piace. And it was:of no usetogofrom 
one mili to another with the hope of getting 
better treatment. It was the same in every 
piace where children were under the control of 
overseers, depending somewhat, it is true, on 
the general disposition the overseer. The 
writer heard in his yo of a little girl bet 
for some offense suspended by a rope ti 
around her waist from a window of one of the 
factories in Pawtucket, over the rushing waters 
below, and receiving such a fright that she 
only lived a few days afterwards. Aud an in-

Factory operatives and others, who sometimes 
feel it a hardship to be obliged tb labor ten hours 
a day, can realize to some extent the hardships 
of those who, at the time of which I write, were 
obliged totoil fou hours a day. in the 
longest and hottest days of summer the factories 
started up at 4:30 inthe morning and were run 
until That night, with oniy intervals of thirty 
minutes ror breakfast and forty-five for dinner: 
not even Saturdays being an exception, except 
in lighting-up time, when work ceased at dark.

CLOCKS AND WATCHES. 
Ancient and Modern Fashions in Time- 
Pieces. 


clock is like a living thing. All inventions are 
embodied thoughts, but the clock is like an im- 
prisoned soul, as though the longing, doubtings, 
fearings of countiess generauons bas fossilized 
within it the dreary monotone of endiess ticking. 
No wonder superstition bas clung to it. No 
marvel that so often, when in the tales of mur- 
der or of doom, the listener is strung up to the 
highest pitch, the narrator will say. And at 
that moment the clock stopped.” 80 in the 
popular account of a death how often we fear, 
‘And as he died—the clock stopped.“ 

The ancients were almost enviable in that 

they bad them not. For them, luxurious as 
they were, no clock adorned their tripods, no 
watch played its part iu the répertoire of a lady's 
possessions. But perhaps their methods of 
gaging time were yet more impressive than 
onr own, for the clock of modern invention 
may vary, but the great time-piece in the heav- 
ens never varies, but casts its shadows as re- 
gardiess of human hearts, and interests, and 
cries as auy horologe of any age. If we seek 
for the origin of any invention, clouded as all 
invendons are in mystery, we invariably turu 
to the uuclouded country of the East, and there 
among the splendor and luxury of the Babylo- 
nians we discover the first indication of the an- 
cestry of clocks. This was the perpendicular 
staff or pillar which was 80 placed that 
at sunset it cast a shadow equal to twelve feet, 
and time was computed by the length of the 
shadow. Sosupper-time was valled the hour of a 
ten-foot shadow, and the hour of the bath, in 
ater records, was the time of a shadow six feet 
long. Any very accurate measurement of time 
was of course impossible under this method, but 
we see in the “ gnomon,” as it was called, the 
first indication of the sun-dial, referred to in 
Kings, wheo Isaiah supplication brought 
the shadow back upon the dial. From Babyion 
vo Greece transition was easy, aud in Grecian 
history we read of the Po which was the 
foreshadow of whe later sun-diai, aid which was 
like a shallow basin, in the centre of which an 
upright stat? was fixed, the days and hours bemg 
marked u the basin with Uünes. Littie as 
there ia in either of these methods akin to our 
own, there was equally little in the water-clock, 
as it is called, which was certainly in common 
use in Greece In the days of Aristophanes, for 
he computed the time consunjed in a law case 
by reference to it. 

It is a little dimoult to ize exactiy what 
class of timepiece is intended when reference is 
made therein by ancient historians, for the word 
herologwe covers them all, or, rather, the Greek 
word from which horology is derived is used for 
sun-dial, water-clock, sun-giass, or wooden 
clock indiscriminately. The water-clock was a 
curious contrivrace, and was a very uncertain 
one, and was the first of which we have any rec- 
ord as measuring time by mechanical means. 
Some writers think that it was in use in China, 
Chaidea, and Egypt before the general know!l- 
edge of the suc-dial, but whether that was the 
case or notit was very enious in its way. It 
consistea of a hollow bali, flattened a little at 
the top to the shape of.a poppy head, from 
whence it derived its Greek name. There was 
an opening at the tup where the water was 
poured in, and this was kept closed with a stop- 
per, so that the water was not liable to be spilled 
over, and varivas small holes oa the opposit side 
allowed it to trickle out as if through a 
filter. Time was computed vy the gradual 
diminution of the water in vessel, 
The rachestones must have been of stone, but 
later on, after the invention of glass, transpar- 
ent walls were used, and the water was sup- 
posed to run dry every hour. No reliance how- 
ever, could be placed upon it, for the flow of the 
water fluctuated under climati¢and atmosphere- 
ric conditions, and the Greeks and Romans can 
hardly have been * punctual te the minute” if 
they relied upon and clepssdra, as the water- 
clock was called. It seems likely that these 
merchanical clocks were in use in the houses or 
court of the houses, while in all public places, 
squares, or ou monumental buildings sun-diails 
were universaily used. In luxurious families a 
slave kept on purpose ta watch the sun- 
dial and water-clock the to the time, and 
we all remember the stupid Tremaich who 
had a time-piece in his roem and a slave ide 
It Whose duty it was to tell Mm each time au 
hour had elapsed. A wonderful water-clock is 
on record some centuries later when Haroun Ali 
Raschild sent Chariemagne a strikiug clock reg- 
ulated by water, in which, as twelve hours were 
compieted, twelve doors on the face or dial 
opened and twelve men on horseback rode out 
and returned, closing the doors behiud them. 

After water-ciocks come gand-giasses, exist- 
ing in our midst as egz-timers, and still known 
as hour-giasses, although they seldom exceed 
three or tour minutes in operation. These were 
in greater favor in Western Europe than water- 
clocks ever became, and the best time-indicator 
of which we have definit knowledge is tne can- 
die-clock of King Alfred, and his ingenious 
adaptation of transparent born to keep the 
drafts from burolug his candies unevenly, 

The time of the invention of wheel-clocks 
moved by weights is still more uncertain than 
that of water-ciocks and sun-dials. Some en- 
thusiasts are found to assert that years be- 
fore Christ such a clock was made—in the time 
of Archimedes—but there is no evidence to sup- 
port such a belief. The first unquestionable fact 
that can be stated upon the subject is that Pope 
Sylvester IL did construct a wheel-clock with 
weights Magdeburg in and it 
is just this was only 
a revival cariier invention, 
and that Boethius was the originator of the 
mechanical wheel-clock in A. D. 510. One thing, 
bowever, is certain—namely: that clocks were 
ia ordinary use in the monasteries of Europe in 
the eleventh — 12 and no doubt the monks, 
who had plenty of leisure and ample means for 
the cultivation of experimental science, per- 
fected them, and in a large measure contributed 
to the perfection of their machinery as we know 
it. In 1370 a clock was made in France which 
was considered a marvel of accurate timekeep- 
ing, end which way have a pendulum, but 
we cannot tind positive evidence of the discov- 
ery of the use of the pendulum until the days of 
Galileo, although anciert astronomers are said 
to have used them in computing the duration of 
eclipses. From the date of Galileo’s discovery 
to recent times, constaut improvemente have 
been made in the scienve of horology until it 
has reached what we may well call perfection. 

The at contest of watches, or more proper- 
ly of clocks, between Hayghens and Dr. Hooke 
in the seventeenth century is a matter of his- 
tory, as are also the discoveries to which they 
gave rise in regard to the elliptical shape of the 
earth; but dismissing such deeply scientific 
probiems we will content ou ves with a 
glance at the introduction of the first watch or 

rtable clock. Edward VI. appears to have 

een the tirst Englishman to wear a watch, and 
this consisted of “onne larum or watch of iron, 
the case bel likewise of iron gilt, with two 
2 of lead”; that is to say, it was driven 

y weights. This is supposed to have been re- 
ceived by the Ki as a preseot from Nurem- 
berg, and was play weg called a Nuremberg aui- 
mated egg. e word watch was derived from 
an Anglo-Saxon word meaning to wake. The 
first portabie timepiece of whick we have any 
record was that of the Chinese pocket-diai 
mounted upon the head of a cane or carried by 
a chain round the neck. An Italian sonnet writ- 
ten by Gaspar Viconti in 1490 makes mention 
of watches, and Shakspeare refers to one 
in “Twelfth Night,” when he makes Maivo- 
lio say: “I frown a while, and perchance wind 
up my watch.” Queen Elizabeth had a watch in 
shape exgotly like a duck, with chased feathers, 
the lower pas of which opened, and the face or 
dial was of silver, ornamented with a glit de- 
sign. The outer case was of brass, and that in 
its turn was covered with black leather orna- 
mented with silver studs.

rench some time ago introduced the invisible 
stem-wioder, which obviated the necessity of 
the use of any key, upon much the same prin- 
ciple as the stem-winding watehes, which are 
now universally liked, and by an ingenious use 
of electricity a cioek is now made to repeat in 
the same mannes as a repeater watch by simple 
pressure upona ball attached to the works by 
an electric band. Quite recently ao inventor 
has perfected three methods of setting the ma- 
chinéry of a clock in motion by means of elec- 
tricity, which are known respectively as the 
papiilomone, asteroriome, and commutator es- 
capement methods, in each of which eleciricity 
is the motive power, which, act upon the 
poudulum, impels the machinery to keep in ma- 
tion as i as the electric current is supplied.

A YAKOOT IN NEW YORK. 


An Interesting Talk with a Man Who 
Has Come from ‘tiberia to See the 


World. 
New York Sun. 
A reporter of the Sun yesterday found a 
Yakoot, probably the first man of that race ever 
in the United States. The Yakoots are a 81 


berian tribe of Asiatic origin; they live on che 


shores of the Lena, where Capt. De Long and 
his party found snowy graves. The name of 
this Yakootis Mr. Brakhim. He is of middle 
stature, with hardly any hair on his chin and 
lip, though he is 2% years old. His prominent 
cheek bones and the square contour of his face 
show his Asiatte origin, yet his eyes are rather 
those ofa white man. His legs are somewhat 
bowed, owing to an apparatus which the Ya- 
koots use in training their babies. Mr. Brak- 
him speaks his own Yakoot language, and aiso 
Russian, though with a peculiar accent. 

“What induced you, Mr. Brakhim, to leave 
Yakootsk and come to this country?” asked thy 
reporter in Russian. 

“In 1876,” he replied, there was a Congress 
of Orientalists in St. Petersburg, and the Rus- 
sian Government brought to that Congress a 
number of Yakoots, Buriats, Ostiaks, Kirghizes, 
and members of other Siberian tribes as sam- 
pies of Russianization. I was one of the Yakoot 
samples. Once in St. Petersburg, I decided to 
see more of the civilized worid. i have been in 
France and in England, and now I want to see 
America. I would like to study this country, its 
people, and its institutions.” 

Are the Tak oots a numerous race?” 

“There are about 260,000 of them. They load 
a semi-nomadic life along the Lena and its 
tributaries. Twice a year they change their 
abode. In summer they settle on the numerous 
islands ot the Lena and on the shores of the 
other rivers, where they mow hay and cultivate 
a little barley, and still less rye. In winter they 
move to their winter quarters, w they stay 
for seven long, cold months.“ 

Wat is the chiet occupation of your race?” 

“ We keep cows and mares. Weuse the mares’ 
milk to make koumiss. The rich men among us 
own from 100 to 500 cows and half that number 
of mares. The poorown about a dozen cows. 
A man whois worth 1,000 roubles (about $700) 
is looked upon as very wealthy. We supply the 

old-miners with butter and meat. We keep a 
ew deer, and with them make exoursions to the 
Ice Ocean. 

Our villages consist of a number of tents, 
dulit regardless of any order, so we ha ve no 
streets. The tents are square at the base and 
pyramidai in shape; they are built generally of 
rough posts, put side by side. The rich men, 
however, use cut wood, or even make houses, 
There are small windows about a square, 
with ice panes dur the winter, and with 
sheets of mica or small pieces of broken glass 
set in birch bark frames during the

THE LUCKY MAN. 


Diary of a Wall Street Man Who Tried 
a Short Cut to Fortune—The Path Full 
of Diflicuities for Himself bat Profit 
for the Brokers—Sketches About the 
Ticker—Six Months at Hard Labor. 

New York Sun. . 
I Saw no reason why I could not make money 

n Wall street. I had taken one dip in the break- 

ers, and on tinding a handful of gold took away 

my margin, locked it up, and remained away 
from the street two years. I was told by the 
broker that it was a mean trick, and that if he 
had thought that I intended to snatch the first 


profit that I made and take it away he would not 


have opened the account. His feelings seemed 
to be hurt because I knew when to quit. He 
said, with a whirling motion of his hands, that 


be thought I was going to keep turning 


my money over in stocks, selling and 
buying, buying and selling.

The broker was all 
smiles when he got the margin: he seemed to be 
disappointed in me when he gave it up, but I 
thought that $275 for three days was enough to 
satisfy any one, and I hadn’t any complaints to 
make. 


Two years later I wanted to get another $275 


easily. I took the margin and went to another 
Office. It was in the back of the building, facing 
a prospect of white walis and iron shutters.

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THE PREY OF THE PICKAX. 


Baron Albert Grants Palace al Ken- 
sington Sold for “Bullding Mate- 
rials,” and to Be Torn Down, 

New York Worid. 
It seems curious to read that a house which 


- Cost more than $1,250,000 to build only a few 


years ago should be pulled down and sold for the 
mere value of its building materiais, yet such is 
the fate which the immediate future has in 
store for Kensington House, that gigantic pal- 
ace built by Baron” Albert Grant and never 
really occupied. He intended it to be the ** Hol- 
land House of the nineteenth century,” and was 
80 very careful concerning the views from the 
front windows of the principal rooms that he 
entered into an arrangement with Lord Henry 
Lennox, who was at that time First Commis- 
sioner of Works, to take down the oid wall of 
Kensington Gardens and replace it with an or- 
namentat iron fence, and also to pull down the 
park lodge and to build in the centre of 
Hyde Park a more elegant and commodious 
lodge, all of which was done at Mr. Grant’s ex- 
pense. The grounds occupy seven acres. To 
clear the site two ancient residences with gar- 
dens, old Kensington House and Sir Thomas 
Colby’s mansion, were demolished, and a coilec- 
tion of small tenements called Jennings’ build- 
ings containing a population of 1,200 in seventy 
houses was also pulled down. The boundary of 
the new estate was set back some eight feet to 
make the lines true, and a mansion of stone, 
consisting of a central block and two wings, was 


erected by a well-known architect, Mr. F. T. 


Knowles. When the building was offered for 
sale in 187 t was announced as “the palatial 
town mansion known as Kensin House, and 
as comprising extensive pleasu 

ble terrace, orangery and aviaries, Italian gar- 
den, skating-rink, ornamental lake and islands, 
boat- house, Swiss chalet, American bowling-al- 
ley, green-houses and percenare buildings, 
coach-bouses and stabling premises, aiso 
small houses and range ot stablin 

in Kensington square mews, and pieces o 


| Vacant ground close to high stre¢t and the main 


estate; the whole said to extend over seven 
ares. An elaborate iron screen, brown and 
xold, surrounded it on all sides, pierced by four 
gates and a carriage entrance. From the latter 
adrive led up to the house, passing through 
grounds with which much traudie had been 
taken. In front of the house there is a remark- 
able triple elm, three trees rising from one 
stock, and in the south gariens there are 
aricient mulberries, apple trees, and other fruit 
trees. Laureis, lilacs, laurustinus, and other 
shrubs have been planted within the last few 
years, and thrushes have already built among 
them. Waterfow! are kept upon the lak 

there is also a miniature 


to light and air. The entrance portico is 
supported by two great piliars of red Aberdeen 
marbie, each in one piece. This portico gives 
admission into a very light and lofty central 
hall, with tluted white marble columns and 
stone Caryatids to support its roof. The view is 
bounded on each side by the staircase windows 
in stained giass, representing fruit and flowers. 
The stairs on each side are marble here, as are 
the guests’ stairs, as oppose to those of the 
servants, throughout the buildmg. The floor of 
the central hall is a tesselated pavement. It 
gives upon a marble-paved comservatory roofed 
by a high giass dome. Right and left of it are 
two drawing-rooms, the blue and the yellow, 
their ceilings painted, as are those of the other 
principal rooms, by Mr. Frederick Sang. Along 
the whole south front of the house runs a mar- 
bie terrace descending by steps into the gar- 
dens, and the visitor on his first entrance into 
the hall looks through conserva- 
tory upon the lawns and shrubberies 
and the green banks which have been built up to 
bound the view atthe extremity of the estate. 
If, however, before entering the conservatory 
he turns to the right or left, te will und on one 
side a great dining-hall divided jnto two by doors 
which rise at will with the roof, and having its 
ceiling painted with designs rere to the chase. 
On the same side is a librury and a billiard-room. 
The authors whose busts are tigured on the ceil- 
ing of the library are Chaucer, Shakspeare, Mil- 
ton, Bacon. The other wing of the mansion is 
occupied by the long pioture- gallery which was 
meant to receive the collectign now dispersed, 
and by far the finest apartment in the house, a 
music salon or ball- room in white and gold, 
with painted medallions of female faces on 
Its wails and painted ceiling. Fluted shafts of 
white marble are placed in sets at two points, 
80 as to suggest a division of the hall into three. 
There is a similar suggestion in the picture gal- 
lery. There is a light morning-room in the 
front of the house on each side. Above are 
three floors, with suites of state bedrooms and 
baths. Below is a large kitcben and cellerage 
and servants’ apartments extensive enough to 
recall the interminabie passages under the 
Houses of Parliament. The house is warmed 
throughout by hot-water pipes passing under 
brazen gratings. The skirtingsin the passages 
are of marble; in the rooms of wood. e 
floors of the principal rooms are of parqueterie 
in oak, and in the others of pitch pap. The 
oak pauelin of the dining-room walls is par- 
ticularly good. The stair balustrades are of 
iron, painted in white and gold and surmounted 
by a band-rail of maple. The service stairs are 
2 stone. Walnut-wood is largely used in the 


oors. 

The building of this literal palace was begun 
in August, 1872, but the financial difficulties and 
other troubles in which the Baron became in- 
volved compelled him to abandon his cherished 
idea of occupying it himself and eclipsing all 
the upper-tendom of Londoa. In June, 1877. 
Kensington House was brought to the hammer, 
subject to a mortgage given by him to the com-

The Telelog. 


London Globe. 

Some experiments which have recently been 
made in the Tuileries Gardens are believed to 
have pretty well proved that the invention of a 
French officer of the line known asthe tele- 
log is destined to be used with some success 
in military operations. The apparatus consists 
ot a three-legged easel or frame, surmounted 
by a fleld-giass, and a conveniently 
tor the exhibition of the Signals to 
be used. e only other thing required is 
the case containing these This is flat 
with a double folding lid, opeuing when required 
o as to display plate within. It is fitted 
with thirty-six plates, each of which has a plain 
biack ground, with a shining white letter or 
mark raised upon it. The plates fit in like books 
juto a shelf, and have marks on their outer 
edges, forming u sort of index, and enabling the 
operator to pick out at a glance the one re- 
guired. Usually the marks on piate are 
simply the twenty-five letters of the alfabet and 
the ten Arabic units of number, but whenever 
it is desired these can be ve ced by others 
having a secret meaning and decipherable only 
by a friend, while useless as a means of convey- 
ing information to an enemy. The size of the 
2 varies according to the distance which it 

8 intended that they should carry.“ For the 
purpose ot communicating at a distance of two 
and one-half miles, they are about seventeen 
inches h and twelve inches wide, but by 
doubling length and breadth of them 
are made useful at considerably more than 
double that distarce.

The Markets Wildly Excited Vesterday 
~—Prices Up and Down. 

There was a time of wild excitement on 
Change yesterday. Prices tumbled about like 
a grampus in a storm. The average of the day's 
trading was considerably lower, but prices were 
nearly as high as on Friday. There.seemed to 
be a general disposition to reatize. The littie 
easing off in prices Friday afternoon led @ good 
many people, both in city and country, to think 
that the top bad been reached, and several of 
the lotters written by commercial men in this 
city to their correspondents contained advice 
to realize before prices tumbied back. 
The result was a multitude of selling 
orders, which came in by telegraph ia 
a bunch, and the attempt to carry 
out those orders made a scene of the wildest 
confusion, especially at the opening. The dis- 
order was wildest in the case of corn, which is 
relatively high, and therefore more sensitive 
than wheat. It was nearly five minutes before 
anything could be done at the outset, and dur- 
ing that time sellers kept bidding down against 
one another by successive eighths of a cent, 
and the first trading noticea was at fully a cent 
below the nominal opening of the market. Tnere 
was then a little reaction, as some of the sell 
orders were limited, and the decline carri 
them out of the market. But the pfice again 
sagged, and after a subsequent reaction the 
market closed quite weak, though mot at 
the lowest poim of the day. The selling 
seemed to be chiefly done on behalf of persons 
who had boughtin at lower prices, while the 
number of sellers was reduced by the fact that 
a great many shorts had filled in during the pre- 
vious day. e most noticeable weakness was 
in the case of July corn, which had been carried 
way above August under the fear of a 

SQUEEZE IN THIS MONTH. 
Early in the day July soid fully two cents above 
the price for ages pore while toward 1 o'clock it 
was difficult to obtain a quarter of a cent pre- 
mium. The longer futures were reiatively 
steady, with very little doing for corn in any- 
thing beyond ptember. 
somewhat larger, and the peper’ 
warmer weather ia the West helped to weaken 
this market. 

The wheat market broke off a little early with 
J receipts and use corn was weak, but 
it turned on the receipt of advices of miserable 
weather from Europe, some reports say that 
it was raining heavily nearly all over the United 
Kingdom, and that tears were growing that 
barvest both in England and France would be 
much below the average. The receipts of wheat 
were large, nearly 100 car-loads of winter com- 
ing in and grading up well. But it was found 
that there was a good demand for it, and 
the market, in the speculative department 
turned on this fact. Later in the day 
it was reported that there were some rather 
— 4 English orders for wheat, which would ab- 
sorb the receipts of several days to come if they 
were got supplemented by other orders. Red 
wheat advanced nearly three cents per bushel, 
selling as high as $1.19 spot, though this was only 
for one car-load. The market closed at $1.18% 
bid, which, it may be noted, is much bigher 

THAN THE PRICE IN Sr. LOUL, 
and considerably higher than the last quotation 
from Toledo, both of which cities are now mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to prevent Chicago from 
rising into prominence asa winter-wheat mar- 
ket under the new rule. It was reported that 


new winter Wheat is already on the way here 


from the State of Kansas, and arrangements 
are made to forward HMberal quantities of it. 
Some is coming from St. Louis and points near 
that city, and a good deal from Southern Ill 
nois, which in former years has sent us hone at 
all; and mention was made Friday ar the re- 
ceipt of 20,000 bushels that came all the way 
from Ballard County, Kentucky, with a promise 
of more if that was satisfactory. It is consid- 
ered probable by those in the trade that Chica- 
go will receive 2,500,000 bushels of new winter 
wheat before the end of this month, and 5000.
